Request for Comments

The Kansas Department of Health and Environment
(KDHE) is soliciting comments regarding a proposed
air quality construction permit. Spirit AeroSystems,
Inc. (Spirit) located at 3801 South Oliver St., Wichita, KS
67210, has applied for an air quality construction permit
in accordance with the provisions of K.A.R. 28-19-300 to
expand the production rate of its 737 production line.

Emissions of particulate matter (PM), PM with an aero-
dynamic diameter less than or equal to 10 micrometers
(PM,), PM with an aerodynamic diameter less than or
equal to 2.5 micrometers (PM,,), sulfur dioxide (SO,),

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carbon monoxide (CO), volatile organic compounds
(VOC), oxides of nitrogen (NO,), hazardous air pollut-
ants (HAPs), lead, and greenhouse gases (GHGs) were
evaluated as part of the permit review process.

The proposed permit is to be issued in accordance with
the provisions of K.A.R. 28-19-350, Prevention of Significant
Deterioration (PSD), which adopts the federal standards,
procedures and requirements of 40 CFR 52.21 by reference.
These air quality regulations apply to major stationary
sources and major modifications of major stationary sourc-
es located in areas designated as “attainment” or “unclassi-
fiable” under the federal Clean Air Act (CAA). Attainment
areas are areas where the air quality meets or is better than
the National Ambient Air Quality Standards (NAAQS).

The PSD regulations require evaluation of emission re-
duction techniques to identify the best available control
technology (BACT) for each regulated pollutant, including
GHGs, for which the emission rate exceeds the PSD signif-
icant level. The purpose of BACT is to affect the maximum
degree of reduction achievable, taking into account energy,
environmental and economic impacts for each regulated
pollutant under review. Evaluation of the estimated emis-
sions for the proposed Spirit’s 737 Expansion Project indi-
cates that the emission rates of VOCs exceed the significant
emission rate. Spirit conducted the required BACT analyses
and KDHE concurs with their findings as follows:

For the North Plant 2 Booth, the use of Emission Control
Enclosures (ECEs) with a regenerative thermal oxidizer
(RTO) and compliance with 40 CFR Part 63 Subpart GG,
National Emission Standards for Aerospace Manufacturing and
Rework Facilities (Aerospace NESHAP) are BACT for VOC.

For IPB4 Spoven booth and oven, compliance with
Aerospace NESHAP, the use of pipeline quality natural
gas, and good combustion practices are BACT for VOC.

For the two natural gas-fired sludge dryers, compli-
ance with 40 CFR Part 63 Subpart DDDDD, the use of
pipeline quality natural gas, and good combustion prac-
tices are BACT for VOC.

An ambient air quality impact analysis was performed
on the potential air emissions of VOC from Spirit's 737
Expansion Project.

An ambient air quality analysis using a qualitative ap-
proach was performed on the potential VOC emissions
from the proposed project. After considering data specific
to the project and the area, the department has concluded
that the proposed project will not cause or significantly
contribute to air pollution in violation of any NAAQS. EPA
has not established a 1-hour Class II maximum allowable
increment for VOC or ozone. Therefore, no calculation of
the potential consumption of such increment is possible.

No adverse impacts on soils and vegetation in the area
are expected. Any federal land manager who has reason
to believe they may have a class I area adversely impact-
ed by the emissions from the proposed project has the
opportunity to present KDHE with a demonstration of
the adverse impact on the air quality-related values of
the federal class I area during the comment period.

A public comment period has been established to
allow citizens the opportunity to express any concerns
they may have about this proposed permitting action.
The public comment period is to begin on Thursday, Oc-
tober 6, 2016. All comments should be submitted in writ-
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ing to Josephine Boac, Bureau of Air, 1000 S.W. Jackson,
Suite 310, Topeka, KS 66612-1366.

Any member of the public may request to hold a public
hearing to provide comments on the proposed issuance
of the draft air quality construction permit. A written re-
quest to hold a public hearing should be sent to the atten-
tion of Josephine Boac at the address listed above or by
fax to 785-291-3953 and must be received by noon Mon-
day, November 7, 2016. If a pertinent request is received,
a public hearing is tentatively scheduled by the Kansas
Department of Health and Environment (KDHE) on
Wednesday, November 9, 2016, beginning at 5 p.m. and
continuing until audience members have an opportunity
to submit comments. The hearing is tentatively sched-
uled to be held at the Wichita Central Public Library, Pa-
tio Room, located at 223 S. Main St., Wichita, KS 67202.
If no pertinent requests to hold the public hearing are
received by noon Monday, November 7, 2016, the public
hearing will be cancelled. A notice of the cancellation will
be posted at the KDHE website at http://www.kdheks.

State of Disaster Emergency Proclamation

By virtue of the authority vested in me by the Kan-
sas Emergency Management Act, Chapter 48, Article 9,
of the Kansas Statutes Annotated, to meet the inherent
dangers of disasters to which the State and its citizens
have been exposed, and upon advice of the State Adju-
tant General as the Director of the Division of Emergency
Management, I hereby proclaim a State of Disaster Emer-
gency as follows:

Nature of the Disaster

An unusually moist atmosphere for September stan-
dards in concert with subtle upper level disturbances ap-
proaching from the southwest combined to produce sev-
eral bouts of very heavy rainfall across large portions of
the State. Multiple counties in the Northwest and North
Central regions of the state were affected by heavy rain-
fall leading to flooding and flash flooding from a storm
system that began to impact the State on September
2nd. Heavy rainfall in excess of 7.5 inches impacted the
area during this time. In addition to the heavy rainfall
in the Northwest and North Central regions of the State,
the South Central region of the State was also impact-
ed by excessive rainfall. Within 30 days parts of south
central Kansas received over 15 inches of rain with some
spots approaching 20 inches of rainfall. Rainfall amounts
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proved extreme, with widespread 3 to 6 inch amounts
across much of the southeast quarter of Kansas. Local-
ized amounts even exceeded 8 to 10 inches. Much of the
rainfall came in relatively short periods, with rainfall
rates at times exceeding 3 inches per hour. This excessive
rainfall event occurred on already saturated soils that
produced runoff and resulted in record and near record
crests of some rivers across south central Kansas between
September 8th and 12th.

Date that Disaster Affected the Area
September 2, 2016 through September 12, 2016

Area Affected by the Disaster

Cheyenne, Cowley, Ellis, Graham, Greenwood, King-
man, Norton, Rooks, Russell, Sedgwick, and Sumner
Counties.

I hereby proclaim, direct and order the Adjutant
General of the State of Kansas to activate the disas-
ter response and recovery portions of the Kansas Re-
sponse Plan. Local and inter-jurisdictional disaster
plans applicable to the political subdivisions of areas
affected by this Proclamation shall be coordinated by
the Adjutant General.

Any or all of the powers conferred upon the Governor
by the Kansas Emergency Management Act may be del-
egated to the Adjutant General as deemed appropriate
during this period of proclaimed State of Disaster Emer-
gency. This may be delegated by written orders, or oral
orders subsequently reduced to writing with reference to
this Proclamation.

This Proclamation shall be filed promptly with the Di-
vision of Emergency Management, the Office of the Sec-
retary of State and each city clerk or county clerk, as ap-
propriate, in the area to which this Proclamation applies.
Further dissemination of this Proclamation shall occur
by means calculated to bring its contents to the attention
of the general public.

Article 14.—SCRAP METAL DEALERS’
REGISTRATION AND HEARING PROCEDURE

16-14-10. Submission of required information. (a)
Except as provided in subsections (c) and (d), each scrap
metal dealer shall submit the information required by
K.S.A. 2016 Supp. 50-6,110(b) and (c), and amendments
thereto, by no later than 11:59 p.m. local time on the same
day. This information shall be submitted by entering the
required information into the database.

(b) Failure to timely submit the information required
by K.S.A. 2016 Supp. 50-6,110(b) and (c), and amend-
ments thereto, shall be grounds for suspension of the
scrap metal dealer’s registration pursuant to K.S.A. 2016
Supp. 50-6,112c, and amendments thereto.

(c) A scrap metal dealer who purchases regulated scrap
metal from a licensed business shall not be required to
comply with subsection (a) if the purchase is made at the
fixed business location of the licensed business. In this
case, each scrap metal dealer shall enter the following in-
formation into the database by no later than 11:59 p.m.
local time on the same day:

(1) The time, date, and place of the transaction;

(2) the name of the licensed business;

(3) a general description of the predominant types of
junk vehicle or other regulated scrap metal property be-
ing purchased in the transaction; and

(4) the weight, quantity, or volume, made in accor-
dance with the custom of the trade, of the regulated scrap
metal being purchased.

(d) Any scrap metal dealer may submit a written appli-
cation to the attorney general to request additional time
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to comply with subsection (a). Each application shall in-
clude documentation of one of the following:

(1) No satellite-based or land-based internet service pro-
viders offer internet service to either the scrap metal deal-
er’s residence or the scrap metal dealer’s place of business.

(2) Compliance with subsections (a) and (c) would
result in extreme hardship. (Authorized by K.S.A. 2016
Supp. 50-6,109a; implementing K.S.A. 2016 Supp. 50-
6,109a and 50-6,110; effective, T-16-6-29-16, July 1, 2016;
effective Oct. 21, 2016.)

16-14-11. Definitions. As used in this article of the
attorney general’s regulations and in the scrap metal
theft reduction act, K.S.A. 2016 Supp. 50-6,109 et seq. and
amendments thereto, each of the following terms shall
have the meaning specified in this regulation:

(a) “Database” means the online central repository
approved by the attorney general to be used by each
scrap metal dealer to submit the information required by
K.S.A. 2016 Supp. 50-6,110, and amendments thereto.

(b) “Licensed business” means a sole proprietorship,
general partnership, limited partnership, limited liabil-
ity partnership, corporation, or limited liability compa-
ny that lawfully operates out of a fixed business location
and that is reasonably expected to generate regulated
scrap metal at the fixed business location in the ordinary
course of business due to the nature of the products or
services offered. (Authorized by K.S.A. 2016 Supp. 50-
6,109a; implementing K.S.A. 2016 Supp. 50-6,109a and
50-6,110; effective, T-16-6-29-16, July 1, 2016; effective
Oct. 21, 2016.)

Permanent Administrative Regulations

Article 15. —BAIL ENFORCEMENT
AGENT LICENSING

16-15-1. Definitions. For purposes of these regula-
tions, each of the following terms shall have the meaning
specified in this regulation:

(a) “Attorney general” means the Kansas attorney gen-
eral and the attorney general’s designees.

(b) “Authorization” means a registration, certificate,
permit, licensure, or other documented approval that
allows an applicant or a licensee to act as a bail enforce-
ment agent or bounty hunter in another jurisdiction.

(c) “Conviction” means any of the following, whether
the penalty has been imposed, reduced, suspended, de-
ferred, or otherwise withheld, unless the conviction has
been expunged:

(1) An unvacated adjudication of guilt;

(2) a plea of guilty or nolo contendere accepted by the
court; or

(3) a deferred judgment or probation agreement.

(d) “Encumbered” means that the issuing authority
for an authorization has fined, censured, limited, con-
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ditioned, suspended, revoked, or taken any other simi-
lar action or penalty against the authorization, whether
done publicly or privately.

(e) “Expunged” shall have the meaning consistent with
the definition of “expungement” in K.S.A. 21-5111, and
amendments thereto, which shall include substantially
similar processes from other jurisdictions.

(f) “Jurisdiction” means any of the following;:

(1) Kansas, or any other state of the United States, and
any department or branch of that state’s government, or
any agency, authority, institution, or other instrumental-
ity thereof;

(2) municipality, which shall mean any county, town-
ship, city, school district, or other political or taxing
subdivision of Kansas, or any other state of the United
States, or any agency, authority, institution, or other in-
strumentality thereof;

(3) the District of Columbia;

(4) any territory of the United States; or

(5) any district, province, territory, or state of any for-
eign country.

(g) “License” means a bail enforcement agent license
issued by Kansas.

(h) “Licensee” means a person who holds a license.
(Authorized by K.S.A. 2016 Supp. 75-7e07; implementing
K.S.A. 2016 Supp. 75-7e03, 75-7e06; effective, T-16-6-29-
16, July 1, 2016; effective Oct. 21, 2016.)

16-15-2. Application for license. (a) Except as other-
wise provided by law, each person wanting to engage in
activities as a bail enforcement agent, which is common-
ly known as a bounty hunter, shall submit an application
to the attorney general on the form prescribed by the at-
torney general.

(b) The application shall be available electronically on
the attorney general’s web site. A printed copy of the ap-
plication, the bail enforcement agent licensing act, and
these regulations may be obtained from the attorney gen-
eral for a fee of $15.

(c) Each applicant shall meet the following require-
ments:

(1) Complete the entire application under penalty of
perjury;

(2) have notarized those portions of the application re-
quired to be notarized; and

(3) make complete and correct statements in the appli-
cation.

(d) The applicant’s fingerprints shall be taken at a law
enforcement agency. The fingerprint card shall include
the name of the person who took the applicant’s finger-
prints.

(e) An application shall be deemed incomplete and shall
not be considered for approval by the attorney general if
the application fails to include any of the following;:

(1) All signatures and information required by the ap-
plication;

(2) payment of all required fees as specified in K.AR.
16-15-3; or

(3) all attachments required by the application.

(f) Each application that remains incomplete for at least
30 days following the attorney general’s request for the ap-
plicant to provide any missing information shall be deemed
abandoned and shall be withdrawn from consideration.
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(g) Each applicant shall include the following with the
application:

(1) The applicant’s full name, date of birth, residential
address, business address, and name of the applicant’s
current employer or employers;

(2) in accordance with K.A.R. 16-15-3, payment of the
following:

(A) The initial licensure fee; and

(B) the fee for the criminal history records check;

(3) a photocopy of the applicant’s driver’s license or
other government-issued identification card from the ap-
plicant’s state of residence;

(4) two color, passport-size photographs of the appli-
cant taken within the preceding 30 days. Each photograph
shall depict a full-frontal view of the applicant’s head;

(5) a statement of the applicant’s employment history;

(6) one classifiable set of the applicant’s fingerprints taken
by a federal, state, or municipal law enforcement agency;

(7) if the applicant has a criminal history, a statement
of the applicant’s entire criminal history including, pur-
suant to K.S.A. 12-4516 and K.S.A. 2016 Supp. 21-6614
and amendments thereto, any criminal history that has
been expunged;

(8) a copy of the criminal history waiver form that was
completed by the applicant before getting the applicant’s
fingerprints taken by a law enforcement agency;

(9)(A) If the applicant holds or has held an authoriza-
tion to act as a bail enforcement agent in a jurisdiction
other than Kansas, a copy of any current or prior autho-
rizations held by the applicant or, if the prior authori-
zation is no longer in the possession of the applicant, a
description of who the authorizing entity was and a date
as to when the authorization was last valid; and

(B) if any current or prior authorization has been en-
cumbered by the authorizing entity, an explanation as to
why that authorization was encumbered and a certified
copy of any document ordering or establishing that en-
cumbrance. The certified copy shall be submitted by the
authorizing entity directly to the attorney general; and

(10) a statement that the applicant does not meet the
criteria for denial of licensure under K.S.A. 2016 Supp.
75-7e03, and amendments thereto, and does not meet
the criteria for any encumbrance pursuant to K.S.A. 2016
Supp. 75-7e06, and amendments thereto.

(h) Each applicant shall be responsible for the payment
of any other expenses required in order to complete the
application requirements specified in this regulation.
(Authorized by K.S.A. 2016 Supp. 75-7e07; implementing
K.S.A. 2016 Supp. 75-7e03, 75-7€06, and 75-7e08; effec-
tive, T-16-6-29-16, July 1, 2016; effective Oct. 21, 2016.)

16-15-3. Fees. (a) The following fees shall be submit-
ted in full to the attorney general when required:

(1) An initial licensure fee of $200, less the materials fee
if that fee was previously paid;

(2) a renewal of licensure fee of $175, less the materials
fee if that fee was previously paid;

(3) in accordance with K.A.R. 16-15-2 or 16-15-4, a fee
of $57 for the criminal history records check; and

(4) a materials fee of $15 if the applicant or licensee re-
quests a printed copy of any of the application or renew-
al application materials before submitting an application.

(continued)
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(b) All fees, whether paid in full or part, associated
with any complete or incomplete application shall be
nonrefundable.

(c) Payment of application fees and renewal applica-
tion fees shall be submitted by personal check, cashier’s
check, or money order and shall be payable to the attor-
ney general. An applicant or licensee who has previously
had a personal check submitted to the attorney general
that was returned unpaid for any reason shall not be al-
lowed to pay any required fees with a personal check.

(d) A fee of $15 shall be charged to any licensee for a
duplicate license. Each licensee requesting a duplicate
license shall submit a notarized affidavit attesting to
the circumstances surrounding the license being lost or
stolen. (Authorized by K.S.A. 2016 Supp. 75-7e07; im-
plementing K.S.A. 2016 Supp. 75-7e03, 75-7e05, and 75-
7e08; effective, T-16-6-29-16, July 1, 2016; effective Oct.
21, 2016.)

16-15-4. License renewal. (a) Any license issued un-
der the bail enforcement agent licensing act may be re-
newed every two years from the license issuance date.

(b) Fingerprints and the photographs of a licensee shall
not be required in a renewal application, unless these
items have already been on file with the attorney general
for more than four years.

(c)(1) Each renewal application shall be submitted on
the form prescribed by the attorney general and shall be
complete before the license shall be eligible for renewal
by the attorney general.

(2) A renewal application shall be deemed incomplete
and shall not be considered for approval if the applicant
fails to include any of the following:
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(A) All signatures and information required by the re-
newal application;

(B) payment of all required fees as provided in K.A.R.
16-15-3; or

(C) all attachments required by the renewal application.

(3) A complete renewal application shall be deemed
submitted according to either of the following:

(A) If mailed, the date of the last postmark on the com-
plete renewal application; or

(B) if filed in person, the last file-stamped date applied to
the complete renewal application by the attorney general.

(d) If a licensee has not submitted a complete renewal
application within 30 days of the license expiration date,
that license shall be considered abandoned and shall not
be renewed. Any abandoned license may be reissued
only after the individual successfully completes the ini-
tial application process specified in K.A.R. 16-15-2.

(e) Upon submitting a renewal application, each licens-
ee shall notify the attorney general of the following:

(1) Any new authorizations that have been obtained by
that licensee;

(2) any authorizations that have lapsed or otherwise
expired; and

(3) if not already submitted to the attorney general, any
authorization that has been encumbered by the issuing
jurisdiction. (Authorized by K.S.A. 2016 Supp. 75-7e07;
